rushed with others across the conti- 
nent after the yellow stuff.

The greater part ot his 
wealth, it is said, was not made in 
these-'adventures, but was made in 
business adventures ig Pennsylvania. 
One of the peculiarities of his gold 
hunting days he never lost was that 
of never wearing a coat, regardless 
of weather conditions. Large boots 
and a broad" rimmed hat. characteris- 
tics of the miners, made up his out- 
fit at all times and he presented a 
rather unique appearance in an east- 
ern community. The funeral was on 
Sundav-afternoon with interment in 
the Littlestown Cemetery- He is re- 
puted to have had an estate of one 
hundred thousand dollars and his 
will was probated in the Register's 
office this week. He devises his prop- 
erty in Littlestown and contents to 
his housekeeper, Sarah Hawk and 
also gives her a legacy of SS.ooo and 
after a small individual legacy, the 
balance of his estate is divided be- 
tween his sisters.

The Directors of the Poor have not 
eplied to the real charge and have 
made* no attempt to do so. In the 
vhole reply not a word is mentioned 
s to Dr. Dalbey and his persistent 
iresentation to these Directors of 
he conditions he has observed for 
he past nine months- 
In April Dr. Dalbey in his monthly 
eport to the Directors of Poor call- 
d attention to the "amount of wasted 
ood occasionally due to

In May the Doctor again reports. 
I have already formally called your 
ttention to what I considered a 
vaste of food, the result of improper 
reparation and I would respectfully 
urge upon the Bo'ard that measures

In June the Doctor reports "Wish 


t were possible for me to report im- 
rovement in the feeding of the in-

In July, "I have reported so often 
he condition of the food for the in- 
mates that I feel it is useless to re- 


ort it again. 
There has not been 


any improvement." and he accompa-

s an interesting exhibition of the 
Tjiserable condition the Doctor has 
ailed attention to again and again. 
In August Doctor Dalbey repeats.

duties to report the conditions to the 
Board of Charities." 


In October again the report is 


made. "The dietary you directed me 
to prepare was so much time wasted. 
There has not been the slightest ef- 
ort made to comply -with it." 


In report for November Dr. Dalbey 


>a>s: "I have taken a keen interest 
in the welfare of the Almshouse and 
ts inmates. I can assure you all of 
my observations and suggestions have 
been given with only one object in 
view, that of improvement, not criti- 
cism or antagonism. I am really sor- 
ry that you have not seen fit to pay 
any attention to my' reports." 


The Directors visit the Almshouse 


once a month and serval extra times, 
giving probably five hours each time 
or a total of 75 to So hours in the 
year. Dr. Dalbey reports that in n 
months he has given 350 hours of his 
time at the County Home. Who is 
the best judge of the conditions? 
There can be only one answer. Dr. 
Dalbey.
